Akhter, I left a voice message for you this morning. I realized after calling you that you were likely off
 today for the MLK holiday.
 
As I mentioned in the voice mail, we are needing your help to schedule a sampling event for late this
 week or early next week (at the absolute latest) for our Wichita closure work. The decontamination
 of building B has been done and building D will be done very shortly, in time for your sampling
 oversight visit.
 
We are on a very tight time frame for this project. As you know, we have our Electric Resistive

 Heating contractor scheduled for mobilization on February 15th. That is the latest date for them to

 start and still allow us to meet the December 15th time frame for completion of that project. The

 completion by December 15th is absolutely critical for our ability to meet the strict contract
 requirements we are under with the previous Wichita facility owner, Union Pacific. This is what we
 have been driving for since we first applied for closure for the three buildings and for completion of
 the RFI with Chris at EPA.
 
Please call me when you can to discuss this further. As you know, we do have an independent PE
 assigned to this project. We believe that his oversight of the project was designed to be, in large
 part, to address KDHE’s desire to have third party oversight of the sampling process, in addition to
 the various documentation and certification requirements per the closure plan.
